To-dny's celebration of Portuguese 
National Day may serve to recall 
some aspects of | Anglo-Portuguese 
relations In the Far Eost, which are 
apt to be lost sight of in these 
dimMcult tmes, It is Interesting to 
recall that the Portuguese first settled 
at Macao in 1557, when “Bloody 
Mary" sat on the English throne, and 
before the — earliest’ Anglo-Saxon 
colonists had set foot in North 
Aimericn. : 

It says na mtich for the tact of the 
Portuguese as for the forbearance of 
the Chinese, thnt Europenn should 
hive continued to feside there un- 
Interruptedly for close on four 
centuries, 
course, arise from time to time, but 
on only one occasion was resort lad 
to armed force; and -ft is greatly to 
the credit of both nations that ‘dis- 
putes were Invariably settled by a 
penceful compromise, 


Macao niso formed a heaven of 
refuge from the summer heat for the, 
European denizens of the Canton 
“factories during the century pre~ 
ceeding the Opium War of 1839-41, 
W. C. Hunter, in hig Intexesting, if 
somewhat naively written sketches of 
life in Canton during the years 1025. 
1842, gives unattractive picture of 
Macao as It then was, with Its old- 
world charm = quite unspoilt by 
modern Innovations, 

It afforded, at that time, a unique 
speclmen of Western colonies In the 
Eastern world as they existed three 
centuries ago in ite ports, churches, 
tnd city wall, ite 
convents and the extensive, solidly- 
built private houses. 


“City of Palaces" 


Most of these former evidences of 
the days when Macap, lke Calcutta, 
wis a “Clty of Palaces,” have un- 
fortunately” disappenred during the 
last 25: yenrs, but the old citadels of 
Monte und Guia still remain. in 
nimost the same condition as when 
they were built in the 17th century.
